Summer  is  past,  our  hardest  is  ended,  and  a  fine  lot  of  bulbs 
we  have.  Our  price  list  this  year  contains  many  new  varieties 
and  we  are  testing  out  many  new  Glads  that  are  not  listed  here 
besides  our  new  seedlings. 

Dorothy  Dell  again  proved  to  be  the  best  orange  I  have  ever 
seen.  You  will  find  a  new  cut  of  Jean  Phylis  on  our  front  page. 
T  his  spike  grew  from  a  medium-sized  bulb  and  was  cut  at  noon 
on  one  of  the  hottest  days  last  summer,  and  was  taken  without 
water  direct  to  the  photographer.  The  stock  of  these  two  vari¬ 
eties  is  still  so  limited  that  we  are  not  cutting  the  price  this 
season. 

We  will  list  two  new  seedlings  this  year:  a  very  large  flame 
red,  which  grows  as  large  and  blooms  earlier  than  Early  Sunrise, 
and  is  much  darker;  and  an  orange  which  has  the  same  breeding 
as  Dorothy  Dell,  but  is  lighter  colored  and  often  has  four  or  five 
sidespikes.  We  had  one  spike  of  this  variety  that  had  sixty-four 
florets  on  it,  counting  those  on  the  side  spikes.

Fanny  Crosby  again  won  first  place,  as  the  best  cream-col¬ 
ored  Glad  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

Gladys  Clark  was  on  display  in  Iowa  this  year  and  attracted 
considerable  attention  there. 

Last  year  all  of  our  good  Glads  were  through  blooming  at 
the  time  of  the  national  show.  T  his  season  we  planted  later  in 
order  to  have  them  for  the  Pittsburgh  exhibition,  but  on  account 
of  the  cold  nights  prevalent  here  this  season  their  development 
was  impeded  so  that  they  bloomed  a  week  too  late  for  the  national 
show  this  summer. 

Gladys  Clark,  Marolee.  Fanny  Crosby,  Janice,  Marion 
Louise,  Jean  Phylis,  and  Dorothy  Dell  are  all  real  Glads,  and  we 
have  had  them  planted  alongside  of  many  high  class  Glads  such 
as  Picardy,  Wasaga,  Bagdad,  Rameses,  Solveig,  Red  Lory,  Com¬ 
mander  Koehl  and  many  others,  and  by  what  visitors  have  said 
about  them  our  varieties  were  not  ashamed  in  such  company.

Introductions  for  1933 

GYPSY  GIRL — This  Glad  grows  a 
tall  straight  spike  with  seven  or 
eight  large,  well-placed  florets  open 
at  once.  The  flowers  are  the  round 
petaled,  wide  open  type,  with  scar¬ 
let  as  the  predominating  color.  Its 
markings  are  a  picric  yellow  blotch, 
and  a  spectrum  red  feathering,  mak¬ 
ing  it  a  very  showy  Glad.  In  com¬ 
parison  with  Early  Sunrise,  with  us 
it  grows  a  little  taller,  slightly  earli¬ 
er,  and  darker  colored. 


This  is  by  far  the  best  orange  we 
have  ever  seen.  It  is  a  very  strong 
grower  with  a  wonderful  spike  of 
eight  large  blooms  open  at  once. 
1  hey  are  well  placed,  and  a  sub¬ 
stance  that  we  have  been  looking 
for.  It  produces  an  abundance  of 
bulblets  that  grow. 

We  had  intended  to  introduce  this 
at  $25.00  each,  but,  because  of  the 
present  depression,  we  decided  to 
cut  the  price  down;  and  it  will  pay 
you  to  get  started  in  this  one  as  the 
stock  is  very  limited.

1025) — Color  La 
France  pink  with  sulphur  yellow 
blotch  and  a  coral  red  feathering. 
This  is  a  very  large  flower  about  six 
inches  across  and  six  open  at  once, 
a  whole  bouquet  on  a  spike.  Attracts 
much  attention  in  our  test  plot.  Sev¬ 
eral  varieties  that  were  introduced  at 
a  much  higher  price  than  this  were 
hardly  noticed  when  this  was  in 
bloom.

BONNIEBELLE  — This  is  a  very 
showy  Glad.  Color,  Grenadine  red 
with  a  light  orange  blotch  on  the 
three  lower  petals.  Attracted  much 
attention  in  our  display  at  Toledo 
Flowers  well  placed  on  fine  spike. 

DOROTHY  DELL:  (1932)  Orange 
Chrome,  shading  to  a  light  orange 
vellow  in  throat  with  a  slight  feath¬ 
ering  of  red. 


ELIZABETH  ZANE,  (Int.  1927)— 

Dark  scarlet  with  dark  red  blotch. 
Very  ruffled  and  has  a  spike  about 
four  feet  tall  with  sixteen  to  eighteen 
buds  and  four  to  five  open  at  once. 

FLOSSIEBELLE — Color;  Nopal  red, 
with  carmine  red  feathering  on  one 
or  two  of  the  lower  petals.  A  prim 
that  is  some  hooded  but  often  grows 
6  ft.  high;  has  wonderful  substance; 
and  a  spike  that  is  always  straight 
with  24  to  28  buds,  7  to  9  open.  This 
is  a  real  glad  if  it  is  a  prim.

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FANNY  CROSBY — One  of  the  finest 
Glads  we  ever  grew  in  our  trial 
erounds.  Color:  Creamy  white 
with  a  shade  of  light  yellow  in 
throat.  It  has  a  waxy  texture  like 
a  lily.  It  has  18  to  20  buds  on  a  fine 
straight  spike,  8  open.  Wonderful 
substance,  facing  and  spacing  fine. 
Every  spike  that  bloomed  last  sea¬ 
son  had  several  flowers  with  8  to 
12  petals.  We  are  using  this  for  a 
breeder,  hoping  some  day  to  get  a 
double  Glad. 

GLADYS  CLARK— A  tall  Eosine 
Pink  with  a  slight  Begonia  rose 
feathering  in  lower  petal.  A  won¬ 
derful  color  and  a  wonderful  Glad. 
Spikes  always  straight,  flowers  very 
well  placed,  seven  open  at  one  time, 
often  over  20  buds  on  spike,  fine  sub¬ 
stance,  good  size  and  a  good  pro¬ 
pagator  of  bulblets  that  grow. 

It  blooms  about  the  same  time  as 
Evelyn  Kirtland. 

JANICE  — Another  extra  fine  Glad 
with  a  very  peculiar  color  but  one 
that  shows  up  wonderfully  well  un¬ 
der  artificial  lights.  Mr.  Gersdorf 
described  the  color  as  follows:  Pink¬ 
ish  buff  to  vinaceous  lavender,  shad¬ 
ed  amaranth  pink,  and  blotched 
amaranth  purple.  Bloom  extra  well 
placed  on  a  good  straight  spike,  16 
buds  and  6  open,  substance  good. 

JEAN  PHYLLIS:  (Int.  1932)  Color 
La  France  Pink  with  s'dphur  yellow 
blotch  and  a  very  Siignt  coral  red 
feathering.  The  color  is  about  the 
same  as  Ella  Day,  when  E.  Day  does 
njt  fleck,  but  we  have  had  no  trouble 
with  this  flecking.  It  also  grows 
larger  and  ha:  a  better  spike,  with  a 
fine  long  shank,  24  buds,  eight  verv 
large  blooms  (often  over  six  inches') 
open  at  once.  It  stands  the  hot  sun 
better  than  any  other  glad,  of  its 
size  we  have  ever  tried.  4)4  ft.  high. 

LICKETYSPLIT  —  Color :  Geranium 
pink  shading  to  flesh  pink  in  the 
throat,  with  a  carmine  red  feathering 
on  lower  petals.  This  is  very  early, 
of  fine  substance  with  a  fine  spike 
that  is  always  straight.  Flowers  open 
up  well  and  are  very  well  placed.  We 
like  this  one  very  much. 

MARION  LOUISE:  (Int.  1932) 
Color — A  pure  white  with  a  little 
cream  white  deep  in  the  throat. 
This  is  a  seedling  of  Mrs.  Plornberg- 
er  and  we  consider  it  much  better. 
It  is  larger,  earlier  and  a  marvelous 
keeper  as  a  cut  flower.  It  is  a  won¬ 
derful  propagator  and  usually  grows 
four  feet  tall,  with  20  buds  and  five 
to  eight  blooms  open  at  once. 

MARJORIE  LOUISE:  A  fine  large 
pure  white.  This  generally  comes 
with  about  30%  of  the  bloom  having 
8  petals,  flowers  very  well  placed  on 
spike  and  opens  wide  open.  About 
18  buds  on  spike  and  5  oi  6  open. 
Healthy  and  medium  strong  grower. 


MAROLEE,  (Int.  1927)-A  very  large 
flower  that  opens  up  very  different 
from  mo§£  Glads  and  attracts  much 
attention  because  of  its  shape  and 
color.  Color  is  jasper  pink  with  a 
buff  yellow  blotch  and  aminge  of 
scarlet  around  blotch  and  some¬ 
times  on  edge  of  petals.  Set  illus¬ 
tration. 

MISS  HARRIET  —  Color:  Crome 
orange  shading  to  lemon  yellow  in 
throat,  good  straight  spike  3)4  Lft. 
tall  with  14  to  16  buds,  four  or  five 
open.  Flowers  well  placed  and  the 
substance  very  good,  be  sure  to  try 
this  one. 

RUTH  CHARLOTTE:  (Int.  1932) 
Color — Deep  vinaceous  with  a  smoky 
shading  around  the  edges  and  a 
cream-colored  blotch  in  the  throat. 
It  has  a  wonderful  straight  spike 
4)4  ft.  high,  20  to  24  buds  with  sev¬ 
en  or  eight  open.  P.  G-

For  retail  trade 
Nos.  1  and  2  are  called  large  by  most 
growers  and  No.  3  and  No.  4  medium. 
These  are  my  sizes.  But  a  few  grow¬ 
ers  call  No.  3  large  and  Nos.  4  and  5 
m  dium.  Such  growers  can  make  very 
low  prices.  Be  sure  what  size  the 
grower  is  offering  for  the  money.
